With reference to claims 1-5, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly 
suggest a level comprising an internal configuration of the integrally formed wall frame 
structure defining a substantially open space, in combination with the remaining limitations in 
the claims. 

With reference to claims 6-8, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly 
suggest a level comprising said integrally formed hollow body defines a substantially interior 
open space, in combination with the remaining limitations in the claims.
